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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendments to independent claims 5 and 13 raise new issues that have not been considered as 
to the forming of a porous thermal barrier coating with regard to applying the coating to a component without removing the component 
from a machine of which it forms a part (claims 5, 13) and for repairing (claim 13); as well the issue of new matter is raised, because as 
discussed in the Final Rejection of Feb. 28, 2006 (paragraph 3) the claiming of "unbound" is new matter as claimed. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as to applicant's argument that the term 
"unbound" is supported in the specification as filed, applicant has argued that the Examiner has misinterpreted the term by reading out the 
word "held" (not "held" in chemical or physical combination = unbound), that is "unbound" does not mean that the constituents are not in 
physical combination (mixed), but rather that the constituents are not "held" in physical combination. Applicant further argues that the 
specification suitably conveys that the inventors had possession of the modifying term "unbound". The Examiner has reviewed these 
arguments, however, the rejection is maintained. The disclosure as orginally filed has no mention of the term unbound or a description of 
the particles in an "unbound" state. The specification describes, at page 4, lines 1-15, spraying a "composite powder 12" that is formed of 
two constituents "mixed together to form a homogeneous mixture prior to spraying". This provides the clear indication that a 
homogeneous mixture is desired for spraying. Therefore, at the very least the formed physical mixture would be "held" in that 
homogenous state prior to spraying of the "composite powder". Thus, it is new matter to claim that the mixture is "unbound". See also 
the discussion at paragraph 3 of the Final Rejection of Feb. 28, 2006. As to the arguments in regard to the 35 USC 103 rejection, these 
arguments are directed to the claims as proposed to be amended. As the proposed amendment is not entered, the Final Rejection stands 
for the reasons given in the Final Rejection of Feb. 28, 2006 .
